LOWIC2Z, Russia, Feb. 20.—The German 
officer in the auto with me, and the three 
German officers in the auto that was fol- 
lowing ours, gave the short, crisp Ger- 
man “Hurral” which has a different 
sound from our American “ Hurrah!"— 
as the cars swept over the German fron- 
tier at the little town of Stralkowo. 

The cheer, though, was g00d, plain Ger- 
man. The officers always give it when 
they pass through. Stralkowo on their 
way to the battle front in Russia, and on 
their way back from the front—if they 
are not making the return journey in their 
coffins—they repeat the cheer. So, both 
coming and going, they are satisfied 
with life. ; 

As the stretch leading out of Stralkowo 
was almost the last of good roads, the sol- 
dier-chauffeur took advantmge of it and 
galid how-do-you-~do to Russia at a fifty 
mile clip, and that caused the cold to 
search out hither to unsuspected parts of 
aman'sinwards. Ona bleak hillside just 
over the border was a camp full of Rus- 
sian prisoners of war, ea huge stockaded 
inclosure with German sentries moving 
at a slow pace around it. 


Difference Is Emphasized. 

Once we had got well clear of the fron- 
tier and out of the influence of the taut 
German system of ordering life, every 
mile brought an object lesson !n the dif- 
ferences between the Teutonic and the 
Slavic way of doing things. 

The contrasts were as amazing as they 
were depressing. Not five and twenty 
snilew back all had been trim, accurate. 
productive, prosperous; houses well built 
and well lighted, cattle sleek, roads 
smooth, the people with shoulders erect, 
heads up, eyes candid, and the bearing 
of them independent. And now we were 
in a region of waste, grime, misery, and 
mud; houses more like huts than like cot- 
tages, the cattle undersized, the roads 
atrocious, and getting worse save where 
the German esoldiery was mending them, 

. and the people furtive and painfully ob- 
 sequiocus. 

The statement about the undersized 
Russian cattle over the frontier is not fan- 
ciful. A German farmer gave me the
